| reſt him where hee was . The brit is his Countrey, 
| which was pleafant, and fruitfull : The ſecond his 
; kindred, which was holy and blefſed: The third, 4s 
fathers houſe , which was louing and rich. Hence 
muſt hee goe, andlcaue them all behind, if they 
| would not goe with him. The place whither hee 
muſt goe is alſo very generally noted out : Namely, 


the place which God wenld ſhew him: a place vtterly 
vnknowen vnto him, ſo that from thence he had no 
| argument, to quicken himto that voyage.

Goſpell,according to their vocations : they allo ſa- 
tisfying thus much of Chriſts precept. Neither 
can there be any doubt, butthat the Lord thar cal- 
{led Abraham into another Countrey , doeth allo by 
| the ſame holy hand, call you to goe and carry the

| The Prophet Zachary, ſpeaking of the daies of the 
| Goſpell,doth ſhey ,thatit is a good Vocation for 
men to goe abroad, when the number of the chil-

' Thus ſaith the Lord of hoſtes, my cities ſhall y-t be briken
